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Modern Police Department 


The evolution of the Gary Police Department be- 
gan with the inauguration of Mayor Lee B. Clayton 
to guide the world’s youngest city of over 100,000 
people. Mayor Clayton, prior to taking over the 
reins of the city, had charge of the sheriff's office in 
Gary, giving him the experience and knowledge 
of the needs of the Gary Police Department. 

The first official act of the Mayor was to appoint 
Lawrence T. Studness, experienced in handling 
several hundred men in the Gary Sheet Mills, as 
Superintendent of Police. He was instructed to make 
necessary changes from time to time for the greatest 
efficiency of the department. 

The Mayor's next act was to see that the Police 
departments antique equipment was replaced in 
order to keep up with the pace of time. To gain this 
end, Lawrence T. Studness, with the approval of Mr. 
Clayton, inaugurated a campaign to raise $12,000 
to purchase the best two-way radio equipment in 
the nation. This fund was realized in a short time 
through the cooperation of the general public and 
the business interests. Further, the council appro- 
priated sufficient money to purchase the new squad 
cars. 

Today, Gary Police possess seven two-way cruis- 
ing cars and six one-way cruisers, used by patrol- 
men, detectives, the chief of police and the fire chief. 
The Gary station has direct communication hookup 
with the Indiana State police, who in tum are 
hooked up with every section of the forty-eight 
states. 

There is no comparison between the police of four 
years ago, and far less of fifteen and twenty years 
ago, when an officer on foot, covered about six 
square miles on his beat, and only once in eight 
hours visited each section. When needed, it would 
take from ten minutes to an hour to contact him. 
Today with the radio cruiser, criminals have been 
apprehended in less than thirty seconds after com- 
mission of the crime. Hundreds of times they have 
been caught in the act. Every call is answered in 
less than two minutes on the average run. This has 
meant savings to the tax-payer and citizen of thou- 
sands of dollars in added protection. 

In addition to radio cruisers, fourteen recall tele. 
phone signal boxes are used in the business district 
to service the public with foot patrolmen. 


Mayor Clayton‘s next great problem was traffic

without going through the formalities in the city 


court, with no loss of time. During the first eleven 
months of its operation, over 3000 have paid fines. 
In connection with this court, a traffic squad is 
maintained for answering all accident calls. 

The business district officers are equipped with 
white raincoats and red flashlights for directing 
traffic at night. The city also maintains a white 
sound car which cruises about the city broadcast 
ing instructions for safe driving. The public safety 
consciousness is further promoted by the safety 
bulletin, published on the police mimeograph 
machine. 

The efficiency in the traffic department can best 
be shown by actual figures. In 1937, for the first 
ten weeks there were 439 accidents, with nineteen 
fatalities; in 1938 there were 266 accidents, five 
fatalities, of which three were non-residents. 

Perhaps the first, practical traffic school in the 
United States for traffic violators and lay citizens 
was organized and hundreds of motorists are given 
instructions in safe driving. 

The school boy patrol, numbering over 1000 was 
created to protect the lives of our 23,000 children. 
These boys are trained by the police. Part time 
officers watch dangerous intersections, putting more 
patrolmen on duty. 

Our school boy patrol is also equipped with white 
raincoats, for rainy weather. 

Chief L. T. Studness has constantly and persistently 
seen to it that the police department is at all times 
adequately equipped. With the most modem radios, 
the police have the finest arsenal in the state, in- 
cluding a pistol range, second to none. With 
compulsory target practice the Gary department has 
taken first place three times in four years, twice 
second place, in intra-state competition. Formerly, 
no inspection of arms was ever made: this careless- 
ness resulted in the death of two officers, due to 
poor equipment, some of our officers using guns 
discarded by hoodlums. Present department regu- 
lations require monthly inspection of firearms, all 
being 38 Police Special, on the range by a trained 
officer. 

Thoroughness in the Department has caused the 
crime wave in the city to decrease in every branch 
from 25% to 300%. Prior to his inauguration as a 
contrast, there were 1467 burglaries as to 622 dur 
ing his term; robberies 750 as to 249; murder 51] as 
to 30; Larceny 1405 as to 880; auto theft 1427 as to 
562. In one year alone in the Previous administra- 
tion, 513 cars were stolen while last year only 140, 
of which 136 are recovered. Consider the thousands 
of dollars this saves the tax-payer! 
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MODERN POLICE DEPARTMENT (cont.) 
If each theft was valued at $50.00, the difference 
would be $93,550. If each stolen car was valued at 
$200.00, the difference would be $173,999. The total 
savings to the tax-payer on these two items alone 
would be $266,550.00, or a little more than a quarter 
of a million dollars. 

To further show the efficiency of the police during 
a like period our officers arrested 16,185 persons as 
compared to 11,035. Floaters, drifters, vagrants have 
been run out of town until the hoodlum is afraid to 
come near Gary. Proof of this fact can be shown 
by the records; 18,805 men stayed at the jail lodging 
rooms while 5,408 only have stayed in the last three 
years. Just to give you an idea of the mob, picture 
two cities the size of Hobart with their entire popula- 
tion roaming the streets of your fair city. The 
difference in figures is 13,397. Police are continually 
keeping such persons on the move to protect you 
as a tax-payer and citizen. 

LT. Studness personally saw the needed train- 
ing of our officers and in view of this fact had the 


As proof of the efficiency of the present finger- 
print system, criminals have been apprehended on 
such evidence as obtained from tire tracks, chicken 
feathers, shoe prints, palm prints, finger prints and 
the like, convicting the guilty, absolving the inno- 


cent. 

One can readily see that during the past four 
years the City’s Chief Executive has given to the 
citizens of Gary the best in service, equipment and 


the Gary stores. During this period he has arrested 
over 1,500 persons with long criminal records, some 
being wanted ex-convicts. 

He has co-operated with the merchants as well as 
the Gary Police Department who wish him greater 
sUCceRE. 


YOU AND THE OTHER FELLOW 

Have you a good, clear description of your per- 
sonal property? Could you, if requested, quickly 
supply a description of each member of your fam- 
ily? Such descriptions are essential if anything 
serious should happen in your house. Write them 
in a book. 

If you lose your watch you should be able 
instantly to give the police its case and movement 
number and a good description of the timepiece 

Keep your eyes open. Learn to observe. It costs 
nothing and it is a habit that once formed will 
always help you. 

When you see a crime committed, or observe a 
Suspicious person or condition, notify the police at 
once. The more you co-operate with the police the 
more the police can accomplish for you. 

Don’t trust prosperous looking and smooth talking 
persons with polished manners. Remember that 
modern thieves do not look like thugs. 

When you telephone for police assistance, state 
clearly to the operator the location and need of the 
police. 

Provide yourself with a police whistle for calling 
assistance. Blowing it will usually frighten anyone 
who attempts assault. 

Make note of the serial numbers of your bonds, 
stocks, certificates or shares in any Corporation. If 
they are lost or stolen the serial numbers will aid in 
their recovery. 

Avoid the handling of safes or articles upon which 
the impressions of fingers could be made after a 
robbery or other crime has been committed. Finger 
prints are of invaluable assistance to the police. 


SYMPATHY FOR CROOKS 

There is entirely too much maudlin sympathy for 
modern crooks. 

Why not think a little, and sympathize a little for 
the fellow who is robbed or shot? 

A burglar enters your home in the dead of night. 

He is armed to the teeth. 

He is a potential murderer! 

He will “shoot his way out” if necessary. 

That's what he carries the gun for. 

He may not want to take human life, may not 
intend to, unless he has to, but as between his 
liberty and your life, usually it's his liberty that 
comes first. 

Guns are too easy to buy and pardons too easy 
to get.
